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Researchers 
resest their 
‘quake clock’

EL CERRITO — Researchers 
are advancing the seismic clock on 
the Hayward fault by 36 years. Re- 
search scientists conducting tests 
along the fault up at El Cerrito’s 
Mira Vista Golf and Country Club 
have determined that the last large 
Hayward fault earthquake happened 
longer ago than originally thought, 
which means the next large shake 
may come sooner than originally 
projected. 

While scientists had been assum- 
ing the last large Hayward-fault 
earthquake was in 1836, aman from 
the California Divisions of Mines 
and Geology, Tousson Toppozada, 
went back to historical records, old 
maps, reports and journals, and 
came up with a convincing argu- 
ment that the 1836 earthquake actu- 
ally occurred South of San Fran- 
cisco. 

This conclusion pushed a group 
of research scientists, the Hayward 
Fault Paleo-earthquake group 
(HPEG), to study the ill-understood 
Hayward fault. 

The northern segment of the 
Hayward fault, which includes the 
portion under Mira Vista Golf and 
Country Club, has the highest prob- 
ability of generating an earthquake 
of any fault in the Bay Area, scien- 
tists believe. The fact that Mira Vista 
is more accessible than more devel- 
oped areas along the fault made it 
perfect for the study conducted this 
month. 

HPEG dug trenches perpendicu- 
lar to the Hayward fault line, and 
dated the carbon in the sedimentary 
layers of earth to determine the time 
elapsed since the last two major 
earthquakes and the average recur-

came to the defense of a woman 
charged last week by county pros- 
ecutors with felony child abuse for 
the death of her 680-pound daugh- 
ter at the age of 13. 

In the first child abuse in Contra 
Costa County involving obesity, 
Deputy District Attorney Brian 
Baker said authorities believe 48- 
year-old Marlene Marie Corrigan 
did not do enough to try to save the 
life of her daughter, Christina 
Corrigan. 

Some neighbors of Corrigan at 
the Civic Plaza Apartments disputed 
that claim, saying the woman was a 
good mother and that accounts of 
the incident are badly distorted. 

The mother was a single parent 
working full-time, said John 
Cadwallader, adding, “She isa good

ALBANY — After decades as the 
most crime-ridden location in Albany, 
the notorious Villa Motel went down for 


the count on Monday when the structure . 


itself was demolished to prepare the site 
for a 16-unit affordable housing com- 
plex. 

Ataspecial mid-day ceremony featur- 
ing neighbors of the site, city officials and 
representatives of the property's new 
owner, Berkeley-based Resources for 
Community Development, attendees 
heard a few brief speeches and then had 
the chance to express the feelings many 
who are familiar with the motel have had 
for some time. Taking up a ceremonial 


golden sledgehammer, Mayor Bob Good 
and city council members Bruce Mast 
and Elizabeth Baker started the demoli- 
tion, which came after many years of 
drugs, prostitution and violence at the 
San Pablo Avenue motel. 

“With this wall-breaking ceremony, 
we embark upon a new adventure in Al- 
bany,” Good said. “From the ashes of the 
Villa Motel there will arise a group of 
new homes which will be both beautiful 
and affordable.” 

The ceremony comes in the wake of 
RCD finally closing escrow on the site, 
which has been slated for some time to be 
the location of what will be known as the 


Creekside Apartments. With the help of 
the county and a $110,000 loan out of the 
city’s Community Development Block 
Grant funds, construction of the project 
could begin as soon as next spring. 

“We're just real pleased to finally de- 
liver on our promise to remove this blight 
from the neighborhood,” said Jack 
Gardner, RCD’s executive director, after 
the ceremony. “We’re psyched. It’s a 
great day.” 

The history of the motel is a long and 
sordid one, a tale that gives credence to 
the saying “Truth is stranger than fic- 
tion.” Nearby residents have complained 
of condoms being thrown into their back 
yards from the motel, of hearing women 
being beaten and of persons dealing drugs 
out the back windows of guest rooms.

Albany poiice tell a similar tale. At 
times, methamphetimine labs have been 
found in rooms, and stolen cars parked on 
or near the site. Prostitution stings — one 
of which nabbed a minister — had to be 
halted because of the sheer number of 
arrests. One officer said once that as he 
was returning to the motel, in plainclothes, 
after one of numerous drug stings, a per- 
son came up to him, asked if the officer 
could sell him drugs, and was shortly

Planners call 
for Navallier 
project EIR

EL CERRITO — Under the threat of possible litiga- 
tion and despite a major concession on the part of the 
applicant, the Planning Commission last week voted to 
require an environmental impact report for the conver- 
sion of the historic Navellier house into Bright Star 
Montessori School. 

The Hillside Area Neighborhood Association 
(HANA) has been opposing the school’s conversion 
proposal for over two years, contending the site is 
simply not appropriate for 150 students. 

Atlast week’s Planning Commission hearing, School 
Director Swarna Matz pledged that the school would 
par its number of students down from 150 to 100. 

As it turned out, this concession made little differ- 
ence. 

At an initial June 4 public hearing, such a large 
number of citizens spoke to the insufficiencies in the 
proposed Negative Declaration and called for an EIR, 
that planners turned to staff for a recommendation on 
the matter. 

The citizens cited inadequacies in the traffic study, 
which they said did not consider grade, emergency 
accessibility, traffic flow changes since 1995 when the 
study was completed, or traffic overflow into neigh- 
boring streets. 

Neighbors also challenged the Negative 
Declaration’s acoustical findings compared to resi- 
dents’ knowledge of the acoustics of the neighbor- 
hood. 

Public safety in general, neighbors said, was not

Forum seeks to smooth Memorial Park use issues

ALBANY — With the hope of 
keeping the lines of communica- 
tion open during the up to five years 
when a temporary high school will 
reside in Memorial Park, the City 
Council has created an advisory 
Memorial Park Forum to deal with 
whatever problems mightarise from 
the situation. 

Although council consideration 
of the matter two weeks ago took a 
scant few minutes and was approved 
by a 4-0 vote, the forum did find a 
bit more resistance the following 
night when it was proposed to the 
Board of Education. In a more than 
hour-long meeting, board members 
Marsha Skinner and Bill Cain ex- 
pressed little interest in the forum, 
saying they it isn’t necessary. The 
issue, however, was rendered moot 


when Boardmember Ed McManus 
volunteered to represent the school 
district on the newly-formed com- 
mittee. 

The forum was proposed by the 
Park and Recreation Commission 
in the wake of its unanimous vote in 
April against leasing a portion of 
the park to the school district for up 
to five years as a site for a tempo- 
rary high school, on the basis that 
the commission felt it had insuffi- 
cient information as to the project’s 
impact on the park. As proposed, 
the forum would contain one mem- 
ber each from the council and the 
school board, two commission 
members and representatives from 
both the surrounding neighborhood 
and the high school’s student body. 

“There’s a good deal of concern 
about how the park is going to oper- 
ate with reduced space,” said com- 


mission member Bart Grossman, 
adding that the forum will serve as 
a place to resolve the “inevitable” 
disputes that will arise from a tem- 
porary high school being erected 
within the normally crowded park.

“Some of these are issues that 
have been issues in the park all 
along,” Grossman said. “The big- 
gest issue, I think, is communica- 
tion. People don’t know what’ s hap- 
pening in the park.” 


As planned, the forum would 
meet once a month and would deal 
with issues ranging from noise from 
the park impinging on the high 
school to the presence of an entire 
high school among the dozens of 
young children who use the park. 
The forum would have fourcharges: 
To advise the council and board on 
implementation of the lease agree- 
ment the two bodies signed last 
month, to preserve and maintain 
areas of the park not included in the 
lease, to promote cooperation 
among park users, and to aid in 
restoration of the park after the lease 
expires. 

“My concern is really for the 
communication channels to be 
open,” said Councilmember Bruce 
Mast, who, after calling for a study 
of possible alternative sites, ab-

Offended and 
embarrassed 


« Editor: 

. Jean Siri would like to know 

how other citizens of El Cerrito 
feel about the “newcomers” to El 

‘ Cerrito. Here is how I feel about 
her letter. 

I am embarrassed to live in a 

‘city where “newcomers” and “old 
timers” alike are often treated 
rudely by officials. In one city 

-council meeting, I was shocked to 

-see the mayor roll her eyes in 

"distaste, in clear view of the 

audience, at an elderly man whose 

‘speech was clouded by age and 
dialect. The mayor then 
impatiently cut off another elderly 
man who was a little vague in 
expressing his concerns. And now 
Official Siri goes public, self 
righteous and churlish. 
“Rosemary” is identified as Peter 
Loubal’s wife, not as a citizen in 
her own right. Neither she nor her 

- daughter warrant a last name 
(perhaps because they are from 
Berkeley). The “Ken and Barbie” 
reference to Ricketts and 
Delehunt, whoever they are, is 
unbelievably offensive. And how 
many years does someone have to 
live in El Cerrito before they have 
a right to speak up, anyway? It 
embarrasses me that Ms. Siri is 
not more professional. Friends 
who live in neighboring 
communities marvel at the 
constant adversarial doings in El 
Cerrito. Ms. Siri does not 
recognize that she contributes to 
this. 

Many people I know don’t 
bother to go to city council 
meetings anymore. Some of us 
are thinking about relocating, 
particularly if the Plaza 
development is congestive. We 
have given up. The city council 
seems deaf and bull-headed, and 
it is painful to sit through the 
meetings, which resemble the 
squabbling of a dysfunctional 
family. Whatever the supposedly 
poor behavior of the people who 
speak in front of the city council, 
the council itself is supposed to 
be the leadership, the guidance, 
the wisdom, the grown-up. 

Some council members seem 

_to feel that those who oppose 
them are just wrong. It doesn’t 


occur to them that they may truly 
represent much of the citizenry. 
Peter Loubal may be long- 
winded, but that doesn’t make 
him wrong. I, for one, am grateful 
to the Peter Loubals of this town. 
They are doing a job for the rest 
of us. I have attended meetings. I 
even spoke once, to the best of 
my ability. Only one council 
member bothered to listen and 
respond, and she was a new 
member. I won’t bother again. It 
is clear who is in charge in this 
town, and it is not the people. 

El Cerrito only has about 
22,000 citizens. There are 
probably less than a dozen 
buildable lots left. It is not New 
York City, or even Richmond! All 
we want is some peace, 
reasonable traffic, and a place to 
buy socks. We don’t want to go to 
20 theaters a month, nor do we 
want to be taxed for the extra 
police needed to protect us from 
the crime generated by the theater 
parking lots. We don’t even want 
the parking lots! 

Currently, the best thing in El 
Cerrito is the Farmers’ Market in 
the Plaza. It is small, befitting this 
small town. It is low-key and 
gentle. It serves the needs and 
desires of the people It is 
gracious, and typifies the citizens 
of El Cerrito. I sincerely hope this 
old-style El Cerrito can survive 
our officials.

Some civility lessons 
needed all around 


Editor: 

I recently returned from 
vacation to be greeted by letters 
in The Journal from Jean Siri and 
Chizu liyama. Perhaps I should 
have stayed away longer. Ms. 
Siri, an ex-city council member, 
in her enthusiasm to start the 
smear campaign way before the 
November elections, attacked me 
and a number of others, (calling 
some “Ken and Barbie”), implied 
motives for one’s involvement in 
city issues, and accused people of 
being “newcomers.” This kind of 
attack is a hallmark of those who 
don’t have the facts on their side 
and is acommon tactic to divert 
the citizens’ attention from the 


real problems El Cerrito faces. 

It is possible that in spite of my 
20 years of residence in El 
Cerrito, Ms Siri still thinks of me 
as a “newcomer.” It is also 
possible that in Ms. Siri’s eyes, 
my involvement in city issues 
(since way before Project Listen), 
such as assessments and taxes 
imposed by her and the current 
council, should not be allowed 
except for the select few anointed 
by her and by the current council. 
On the other hand, it is equally 
possible that her attitude and that 
of the current council is precisely 
what is wrong with city 
government and represents the 
kind of arrogance when power 
has gone to elected 
representatives’ heads. 

Which brings me to the second 
letter in which Chizu Iiyama 
accuses the E] Cerrito Citizen’s 
Alliance of attempting to recall 
Norman La Force. It would be 
advisable if Iiyama would check 
the facts before slandering the 
Alliance. The Alliance is not 
involved in the recall campaign. 
This is not because we feel that 
Mr. La Force is the kind or 
representative that this city 
deserves or can be proud of. After 
all, Mr. La Force has been forced 
to publicly apologize for his 
behavior. At a recent city council 
meeting fellow Councilmember 
Brusatori (heavily involved in his 
re-election campaign, hardly a 
member of the “enemy” camp) 
lambasted him for promoting a 
course of action that would 
exacerbate the feelings of distrust 
between the council and residents.

Grant helps nudge Rubicon project to realization - £ 


By Emily Lundberg 


EL CERRITO — State Farm In- 
surance handed Richmond-based 
nonprofit Rubicon Programs Inc. a 
$25,000 check this week to go to- 
ward converting the Idaho Motel 
into housing for the homeless, dis- 
abled, mentally ill and/or HIV in- 
fected. 

Upon the suggestion of E] Cer- 
rito City Staff, Rubicon applied for 
State Farm’s $25,000 grant several 
months ago. Its staff was pleasantly 
surprised late last week when they 
found they had received the grant. 

The conversion of the Idaho 
Apartments has been in the works 
for three years. The dilapidated 28- 
room hotel will be renovated into 
28 affordable housing units with 
ongoing social services provided to 
its residents. A residential manager, 
several case managers, a vocational 
specialist and several independent 
living specialists will make up the 
24-hour staff. 

The four-year-old State Farm 
California Community Investment 
Program, through which the grant 
came, was started because “State 


Farm realized there was a need for 
economic development in housing, 
education and health care,” said 
company official Lonny Haskins. 
“We wanted to help people in the 
community help themselves, to the 
benefit of everyone.” 

SFCCIP grants focus on low- to 
moderate-income persons or fami- 
lies, by funding inner-city educa- 
tion programs, nonprofit commu- 
nity-based programs (like Rubicon), 
by enhancing already existing hu- 
man services, by funding programs 
serving at-risk youth, as well as 
funding community-based health 
clinics and reading and writing pro- 
ficiency programs. 


Growing program meets 
growing need 


Rubicon was established in 1973 
to provide services to the disabled 
of West Contra Costa County. Over 
the years, Rubicon has branched 
out to meeta wider variety of needs, 
for not only the disabled but for 
lower-income and homeless people, 
as well. 

The organization has stationed 
employment staff at County shel- 


ters, where people are invited into 
the Rubicon community. 

People who come to Rubicon 
usually need a structured support 
system, an affordable place to live, 
and help finding work, or the voca- 
tional training needed to find work. 


Bringing site to life 


Rubicon runs several businesses 
that employ its clients, including a 
landscape and janitorial service, a 
cafe/catering business, and a bak- 
ery. 

Rubicon’s building and ground 
crews work on Treasure Island, in 
the city of Alameda, in the Clar- 
emont Hotel and for Caltrans. 

Once the Idaho apartments are 
complete, the incoming residents 
will pay rent fixed at 30 percent of 
their income. To fund the project, 
Rubicon received loans from Con- 
tra Costa County, and HUD has 
awarded funds for supportive ser- 
vices, such as an on-site counselor, 
and has committed Section 8 funds 
for 10 years. A seven-year, $570,000 
loan from the Low Income Housing 
Fund will be retired by the El Cer- 
tito Redevelopment Agency at

Rubicon’s grant is “unmarked,” 
meaning it could go toward any 
segment of the Idaho Apartments 
project. At presentation of the grant 
check, held on the grounds of the 
Rubicon Apartments, Rubicon Ex- 
ecutive Director Richard Aubry said 
the grant would go toward con- 
struction, which will start as early 
as next month and be completed 
around January, 1998, 

The grant may go toward trans- 
forming what is now atypical motel 
parking lot into a peaceful garden 
courtyard, including closing off 
access to San Pablo Avenue. Tina 
Soewardie, a Rubicon vocational 
trainer whose specialty is landscap- 
ing, said she and members of 
Rubicon took the plants left outside 
of the abandoned motel and put 
them in a greenhouse. When the 
Rubicon landscaping crew is work- 
ing their magic on the grounds of 
the Idaho Motel, they will replant 
them in the courtyard. 

“I think it will be a feeling of 
accomplishment,” Soewardie said, 
looking around the concrete lot. “It’s 
different when you plant seeds; you 
can’t see the fruits of your labor for 
months and months. But when you 
replant something that used to look 
so drab into a different, beautiful 
environment where it flourishes, 
that is almost instant gratification.” 
And as forthe inside, a visit into one 
of the Idaho Motel rooms revealed 
a table torn from its hinges in the 
wall, miscellaneous pieces of dis- 
embodied metal laying on the dis- 
colored carpet and bruise-like mois- 
ture stains on the walls. 

There’s no doubt, Rubicon will 
bring improvements. Aubry, how- 
ever, has set up an Idaho Apartments 
Neighborhood Advisory Committee 
in case any of the neighbors think 
Rubicon is bringing something less 
positive. “We very much want to be 
good neighbors,” he said. “That is 
very important to us.”

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Building district accountability for quality education 


Many thanks to everyone for 
their mail and email comments on 
last week’s column discussing 
school safety. Judging from the 
volume of the response, it is 
definitely a topic that is on many 
people’s minds. Venturing further 
down the road of our short summer 
series of editorials/opinion pieces 
regarding some of the core issues 
affecting our West County schools, 
here is a discussion of 
“accountability.” 

“Accountability” is probably 
one of the most bandied about 
buzzwords in educational circles 
today. As school districts across 
the country (and here in West 
County) grapple with changing 
financial and regulatory conditions 
and the necessity to build greater 
levels public involvement, there is 
recognized need to radically 
modify management systems. 
Public education is confronting 
one of its greatest challenges ever 
and to survive it must adapt to a 
very new environment. 

The challenge was recognized

earlier this month by the nation’s 
largest teachers union, the National 
Education Association (NEA), 
when it voted to adopt as national 
policy a peer review system to 
evaluate teaching performance. 
Under the new policy, according to 
the AP wire release form the NEA 
Representative Assembly in 
Atlanta, “all beginning teachers 
and those veteran teachers who are 
identified as doing substandard 
work will be assigned a mentor to 
help and coach the teachers. If the 
teachers still don’t measure up, 
they will be encouraged to leave 
the profession. If that doesn’t 
work, the peer review panel will 
recommend dismissal.” 

With groups like the NEA 
beginning to think in new and 
creative ways about how to 
improve the quality of teaching, 
the time is now to create new ways 
of doing business. It may well be 
that the success of the entire 
enterprise, public education, 
depends on it.

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public education rests not with 
teachers alone but must be system 
wide. Starting at the top, the Board 
of Education must set clear, 
objective districtwide educational 
goals and hold the superintendent 
and administration accountable for 
meeting these goals. ; 

The administration must set 
individual goals for individual 
schools working with teachers, 
parents and school site councils 
and hold them accountable for 
meeting these goals. 

Likewise, the Board must be 
held accountable for the overall 
performance of the system. Board 
members should pledge 
themselves to not seek reelection if 
the district does not meet 
measurable educational goals 
during their terms of office. 

Goals should be relevant to 
education, measurable, and reflect 
the different realities of different 
sites. The San Francisco Unified 
School District, for example, has 


identified 17 criteria for school 
performance, nine of which were 
deemed to be under at least partial 
control of the individual school. 
By identifying areas over which 
schools have control and those 
over which they do not (e.g., 
percentage of Limited English 
Proficiency students), goals can be 
tailored to the realities of each 
individual site. 


Districts that have implemented 
such plans are succeeding in 
improving education. SFUSD has 
improved many of its lowest- 
achieving schools. Milwaukee has 
established a program with 20 
separate objective indicators of 
student progress. Analysis of test 
results shows measurable 
improvement in five of these areas 
in only two years. 


Parental involvement is a 
measurable goal for which schools 
should be held accountable.

adequately addressed in the Nega- 
tive Declaration, including fire and 
earthquake evacuation, vandalism, 
predatory animals, as well as the pos- 
sibility of a landslide. 

Staff’ s recommendation called for 
additional studies to address the above 
concerns, Staff also called for an EIR, 
citing several reasons.For one, a 
Negative Declaration addresses the 
project’s possible environmental im- 
pacts, shows why these impacts are 
not significant, and declares the 
project exempt from an EIR. Staff 
said further study may identify envi- 
ronmental impacts that cannot be miti- 
gated, which would render the nega- 
tive declaration insufficient. 

The second reason for requiring 
an EIR was the threat of litigation. 

The staff report states, “Given the 
degree of opposition ... (and) given 
the court’s historically low threshold 
for requiring EIRs, both the applicant 
and the City would be better served 
by opting at this point for an EIR.” 

The third reason is more of aratio- 
nalization. Staff points out that if the 
applicant (Bright Star) is willing to 
pay more for the additional studies, 
“the extra cost of an EIR should not 
act as a deterrent.” The additional 
studies will cost Bright Star about 
$35,000, according to staff estimates,

and around $50,000 if those addi- 
tional studies are incorporated into 
an EIR. Therefore, Bright Star will 
have to pay a greater part of the 
expenses whether in the form or an 
EIR or in the form of a modified 
Negative Declaration. 

“There is a tendency for the com- 
munity toinfer that a project is flawed 
ifit calls for an EIR,” Planning Com- 
missioner Mark Caughey said, which 
isn’t true in this case. The main rea- 
son for an EIR is to safeguard against 
litigation, “So don’t walk away think- 
ing this is a bad project,” he said. 


Public hearing 


Before making a decision on the 
EIR recommendation, the commis- 
sion opened the hearing to the public. 
Much of what was said was similar to 
what had been said at the June 4 
hearing, when neighborhood com- 
plaints about omissions in the nega- 
tive declaration prompted the con- 
sideration of an EIR. 

Bright Star architect Zach Stewart 
said the neighborhood is indifferent 
to the building’s restoration. Mem- 
bers of the neighborhood want the 
building landmarked, said Stuart, but 
they don’t care that the landowner 
will tear down the house and convert 
it into townhouses if Bright Star does 
not move in. 

Two parents said they believed 
the Negative Declaration to be suffi- 
cient. 

One of the parents, Burt Wong, 
saying he is worried Bright Star will 
not have the funds to pay for an EIR. 
“Tf you ask for one,” Wong said, “you 
will have killed the project.” Two 
neighbors raised the issue of soil ero- 
sion, the movement of the earth and 
the loss of trees over the last several 
years. Two neighbors spoke to the 
issue of emergency access. One neigh- 
bor said the traffic study must look at 
the steep grade of the road, from one 
side of Navellier to the other. 

The only new development, Bright 
Star’s willingness to downsize the 
project by lowering the number of 
students from 150 to 100, did not 
seem to sway neighborhood opposi- 
tion. 

In fact, HANA attorney Fredrick

Hertz promptly stood up and said he 
did not think a change in scope was 
appropriate for an EIR hearing. If 
Bright Star were to make this change, 
Hertz said, it would have to reapply. 

Hertz turned a potential compro- 
mise into an affront to the neighbor- 
hood. “I have to say my clients have 
raised thousands of dollars, through 
bake sales ... and it is extremely dis- 
couraging to have them change their 
proposal at this point in the process. 
We would be happy to meet with 
them and explore it, but let’s get 
some finality on their application.” 

Later in the hearing, Commis- 
sioner Brian Dolan said he found the 
reduced proposal “totally appropri- 
ate; it happens all the time.” He had 
not wanted to talk about the merits of 
the project, he said, although the com- 
mission is “procedurally compelled 
to require it.” And he did not think 
anything the EIR came up with would 
effect his approval of the project. In 
contrast, Commissioner Julie Rogers 
said new EIR findings may cause her 
to vote against the project. 

Despite their varying perspectives, 
the commission voted unanimously 
to require an EIR, including the 
supplemental studies and an exami- 
nation of the building as a historical 
resource. The Planning Commission 
did not impose a time limit on Bright 
Star’s deposit of funds toward the 
EIR.

The Second Time Around: Lisette van Vliet 
and Victor Libet were sweethearts at El Cerrito 
High back in the early ’80s. But you know how 
young love is: They broke up and went on to other 
loves, as well as adventures that took them all over 
the world (including Australia, where Lisette 
acquired a delightful Aussie accent which she has 
to this day). 

But true love cannot be denied, and four years 
ago they fell for each other all over again. They’re 
tying the knot August 7 at Tilden Park. 

But instead of wedding presents, they’re asking 
their friends to make donations to the Alliance for 
the Mentally Ill of Contra Costa or the National 
Alliance for Research on Schizophrenia and 
Depression. 

Reason: The bride knows all too well about the 
ravages of schizophrenia, because her sister is a 
victim of the disease. 

“It’s the most insidious of all disabilities,” says 
Lisette. “If you're blind or deaf, your mind can tell 
you what the problem is, and you can take steps to 
compensate. But when your emotions are messed 
up, you literally don’t know what hit you.” Add to 
this the social stigma. Despite the fact that 
depression crops up in more families than we'd like 
to admit, it’s practically the last taboo. 

It’s chic to use whips and chains, but God forbid 
you should ever admit you’re depressed. People 
look at you like it’s a character flaw. 

A lot of this prejudice comes from ignorance. I 
ought to know. Ten years ago, I got a request to 
publicize a fund-raiser for a local schizophrenia 
organization, and I made this dumb joke: “I don’t 
know, I’m of two minds about it.” A few 
psychiatrists wrote in to explain the difference 
between “schizoid” — which is having a split 
personality — and “schizophrenia,” which is 
something far more unpleasant. But I didn’t give it 
much thought. 

Then, a few years later, I met a guy who had 
schizophrenia. He was brilliant — he taught math at 
Cal — but he was helpless to combat his disease, 
which (among other things) convinced him that the 
CIA was controlling him through tiny radio 
transmitters in his fillings. He was smart enough to 
know how crazy that sounded, but he couldn’t help 
feeling it, just the same. He was in terrible, 
unrelenting pain.

stained from the council’s 3-1 vote, with Mayor Bob 
Good opposed, approving the lease.

Continued from front page 
thereafter arrested. 

“Tm certainly gleeful that that loca- 
tion is no longer going to be a continuing 
problem for this community,” said Police 
Chief Larry Murdo, who pointed to clo- 
sure of the motel early last year as a large 
factor in a subsequent 12 percent drop in 
crime citywide. 

Sgt. Richard Haugner, a 26-year vet- 
eran of the force who The Journal invited 
to take a few whacks of his own with a 
ferocious, industrial-sized sledgehammer, 
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said the motel was “already going down- 
hill” when he joined the force in 1971. 

“There wasn’t a night we didn’t go down there,” 
said Haugner, who added drug overdoses, shootings 
and domestic disputes to the already hefty list of crimes 
committed on the site. “We had everything down there. 
It was one of the worst motels in the East Bay.” 

Though ownership of the motel changed at least 
once since the 1970s, the character of the place, it 
seemed, remained constant. After numerous warnings 
to the most recent owner and a series of drug stings 
conducted by the police department, the owner’s use 
permit was revoked in 1995, and the Villa closed its 
doors for good around New Year’s Day, 1996. 

Since then, the city loaned RCD $110,000, not 
payable for 30 years, to build a 16-unit affordable 
housing complex. Though the deal appeared to be 
done, escrow did not close on the property until re- 
cently, a finale delayed in part, according to Gardner, 
because of an Internal Revenue Service lien against the 
previous owner. 

The project is not entirely out of the woods yet. 
According to Project Manager Vanessa Dandridge, 
RCD has yet to receive the state tax credit allocations 
which will allow the non-profit developer to seek a

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and citation of the redevelopment housing requirement 
does not quell the outcry. 

Under the current El Cerrito Plaza proposal, 205 
multi-family residential units will go on 6 acres at the 
eastern end of the site, against Cerrito Creek. 

Twenty-five percent of the housing would be two- 
story townhouses at a density of 15 units/acre, lying 
along a new onsite street (an extension of Talbot 
Avenue) and facing the retail development. The re- 
maining residences would be built to the east between 
the townhouses and the BART tracks at a density of 40 
units/acre, and would be up to 50 feet in height, or 3- 
4 stories above parking. 

Community Development Manager Gerry Raycraft 
says the housing makes the economics work better. 
“This is a 30-acre site,” he said. “That is a big chunk of 
land and, froma land-use standpoint, because of BART 
and because it does not have a freeway directly in front 
of it like a solely retail project might, we put housing 
on it. 

“Either you take a 30-acre site, put just retail on it 
and have it struggle, or you have retail with a residen- 
tial component and it is vibrant,” he said. 

The Plaza draft EIR cites the city’s general plan, 
stating “implementation of the housing component of 
the project would assist the City of El Cerrito in 
meeting its fair share of regional housing needs and be 
consistent with the City’s Housing Element of the 
General Plan.” 

A “Citizens for Plaza Revitalization Response to 
the Plaza Draft EIR” took issue with this. Their state- 
ment reads, “The Draft EIR must also explain how the 
E] Cerrito Redevelopment Project’ s conversion to resi- 
dential use and its reduction of commercial space is in 
keeping with the E] Cerrito General Plan. Nowhere in 
the El Cerrito General Plan ... is there mention of the 
intended ‘new uses’ outlined in the Draft EIR or their 
having preference over the El Cerrito Plaza’s desig- 
nated commercial/retail-character.” 

This response also states that the Citizens for Plaza 
Revitalization (CPR) talked to area real estate agents 
about the demand for housing. “CPR discovered that 
the market is essentially flatin most areas of El Cerrito, 
except in the Mira Vista area of single family homes,” 
it stated. 

Incontrast to the real estate agents CPR spoke to, the 
agents The Journal spoke to were less agreed on the 
flatness of the El Cerrito housing market and less 
agreed on the feasibility of Plaza housing. .

private source of funding for construction. The credits, 
provided through a lottery system, would allow RCD 
to sell 99 percent of the project to a private source 
which, though it would be the majority owner, would 
have no control over the future housing complex, 
which would be run by RCD. 

The next tax credit lottery will take place in August, 
Dandridge said. If RCD is unsuccessful a second time, 
the non-profit developer could seek other funding 
sources which, though they would render the complex 
less affordable, would still allow housing to be built of 
the site of the former motel.

She agrees with CPR about favoring El Cerrito 
Plaza’s designated commercial/retail character over 
residential. 

“The Plaza should be redeveloped as a shopping 
area,” she said. She pointed at the lack of “nice” 
shopping areas in El Cerrito and said the city is already 
building a lot of housing on San Pablo, which is 
commercial. 

El Cerritans go out of town to shop, she said, “so we 
put our money into other cities.” As for the claim to 
low- and moderate-income housing, all the units the 
city is building are fairly expensive to live in, she said. 

The market everywhere is picking up, she said, and 
accordingly houses in El Cerrito are selling. But you 
can’t count on the market being this good for long, let 
alone by when the new housing is built. “Sometimes 
rentals in El Cerrito sat for months. If we did not have 
enough housing, they would have rented.” 

Cheremay Sutton, an agent at Mason McDuffie, has 
a very different opinion. Not only does she think 
housing will work, “I think it’s a great idea,” she said. 
Although she said she wouldn’t want to see units right 
along San Pablo, the whole area right along BART is 
residential, and a lot of people like that area. “El Cerrito 
is hot right now,” she said. “El Cerrito is the place to be. 
It has BART and freeway access.” Yes, she even 
thought it would work with the movie theater next to it. 

Jack Burns, an agent at Security Pacific, also said he 
thinks multi-use works. 

Look at some areas in Berkeley, he said, and you’ ll 
see the successes. And, yes, he does think there is a 
market for that type of housing. 

Mixed-use development may be a new concept for 
the Bay Area, but it has worked other places, he said. 
NorthStar Ski Resort, he pointed out, used mixed-use 
development successfully over 20 years ago with con- 
dos over ski supply shops and restaurants. 

“It think with good businesses nearby and with the 
proximity to BART, it can really work,” Burns said. Of 
course, he said, Del Norte Place is not doing so well, but 
he thinks if the Plaza is done “right,” it will work.

The average start rate for the 
one-year Treasury-indexed ad- 
justable rate mortgages (ARMS) 
rose just 2 basis points to 5.55 
percent from last week’s aver- 
age of 5.53 percent. A year ago 
the one-year ARM stood at 5.97 
percent.

to the studs. There were no ter- 
mites then.

Almost 85 percent of real-es- 
tate companies use sign-post com- 
panies and 71 percent of all list- 
ings boast a for-sale sign in their 
front yards. Such signs are visible 
in every neighborhood with one 
on every street on the average. 

“These signs perform several 
functions,” according to Sign & 
Post Company president Rory D. 
Bowie. “A sign in front of ahome 
announces to the public that the 
home is on the market. The sign 
displays the agent’s name and real 
estate company with information 
on how to contact the agent. And 
because the sign is large and 
brightly colored it can be seen 
from a distance.” 

Bowie feels that it is important 
for Realtors to use an experienced 
and committed sign-post com- 
pany. There are far too many fly- 
by-night companies without the 
proper insurance, he says. So many

Agents need to be able to show 
your home easily and on short no- 
tice. If you have set up a compli- 
cated showing procedure, modify 
this to make it easier for agents to 
show and sell your home. If other 
listings in your area have lock boxes, 
you should too. 

There may be something about 
your decor that buyers don’t like. 
For example, if you didn’t replace 
the green shag carpet before mar- 
keting your home! and buyers are 
objecting to this, change it now. 

Strong colors and busy wall pa- 
per patterns can make a home diffi- 
cult to sell. Most buyers have a hard 
time imagining how a home would 
look with a more neutral decor. 

In most cases, homes don’t sell 
because they are priced too high for 


the market. Sellers often wonder 
why buyers won’t make a low offer 
if they think the price is high. 

Buyers are busy and don’t want 
to waste time trying to buy a home 
that’s priced too high. They’d rather 
wait until the price is reduced to 
something that’s reasonable given 
the current market conditions. 

An overpriced listing may signal 
that the sellers are unrealistic. If so, 
why would motivated buyers want 
to waste their time? In a buyer’s 
market where there’s plenty of in- 
ventory to choose from, buyers 
gravitate to the listings with the 
most competitive prices. If prices 
are flat or falling, buyers usually 
won’t make offers on overpriced 
listings for fear they might overpay 
in a declining market. 

You and your agent should ana- 
lyze yourentire marketing program, 
including the list price, and set a 
new marketing strategy. If the list 
price is too high for the market, you 
should reduce the price enough to 
have an impact.

to five or ten percent of the list price 
will be necessary to generate new 
enthusiasm for the property. So if 
your home is listed for $250,000, 
you should reduce it $12,500 to 
$25,000 in order to make a substan- 
tial impact. An insignificant price 
reduction will have insignificant 
results. 

You may have to improve the 
condition of your property and make 
a price reduction. If so, it’s wise to 
make cosmetic improvements be- 
fore reducing the price. After the 
home is fixed up, reduce the price 
and ask your agent to hold another 
open house for the real estate agents, 
as well as another public open house. 

It’s often difficult to get agents 
back to look at a home that has been 
onthe market for awhile overpriced. 
A cosmetic face-lift combined with

Dirty deeds 


By H. W. Moss 


Real estate fraud is common in 
California but until recently there 
was little or no organized prosecu- 
tion of this type of crime. That’s 
due in part to the fact that local 
district attorneys are swamped with 
more exciting criminal cases. After 
all, a blood trail through the bed- 
room is considerably more easy to 
follow than a paper trail through an 
escrow. 

In fact, the district attorney rarely 
investigates or prosecutes home 
loan scams which can be just as 
violent as a shooting. They often 
result in widows becoming home- 
less or senior citizens losing their 
life savings not at gunpoint but at 
the point of a pen. 

That’s exactly what happened to 
Eva Davis, a San Francisco resident 
who lost her house to unscrupulous 
lenders in 1994. Davis now lives 
with family members. And stories 
abound about borrowers of all ages 
with poor credit who fall victim to 
predatory mortgage lending prac- 
tices — “Loan to own” as one 
Monterey judge recently referred to

it — but are unable to receive help 
from local law enforcement. 

Even state legislators are not 
immune. Senator Quentin Kopp 
introduced a bill in February, SB 
795, which would increase the De- 
partment of Real Estate’s ability to 
track unscrupulous mortgage bro- 
kers. The bill was inspired in part 
because Kopp was himself the vic- 
tim of a mortgage fraud in Sonoma 
county. 

“Home equity fraud does exist, 
and quite a lot of itin San Francisco 
and Oakland,” said Josephine Shaw, 
a community consumer advocate 
with Consumer Action in San Fran- 
cisco who added: “People are los- 
ing their homes.” 

There is a tool in the anti-real 
estate fraud arsenal which is avail- 
able but not being used to its fullest 
extent. The tool is a law which 
actually funds a special real estate 
fraud unit in the district attorney’s 
office and pays for more local po- 
lice to investigate these crimes. 

The Hughes Bill, SB 537, was 
authored by Senator Theresa 
Hughes (D-Los Angeles), and 
signed into law October 15, 1995. It 
authorizes every board of supervi- 
sors in the state to adopt a resolu- 
tion and charge a fee, up to $2, for 
the recording of real estate instru- 
ments such as a deed of trust, 
reconveyances and notices of de- 
fault. 

The money is to be placed in a 
trust fund and paid out to “local 
police and prosecutors to deter, in- 
vestigate, and prosecute real estate 
fraud crimes.”

The Hughes bill pays administra- 
tive costs from this fund with the 
balance to be split 60 percent for 
district attorneys and 40 percent to 
local police. 

Yet only a few counties in the 
state have created this much needed 
special real estate fraud unit. In 
Northern California only Santa Clara 
county has created a real estate fraud 
unit. 

The Hughes Bill was sponsored 
by the Los Angeles district attorney 
where the fraud detail is now in 
action. San Diego also has a real 
estate fraud unit actively working on 
home equity abuse 

But the San Francisco district at- 
torney has no plans to create such a 
position, according to Debra Hayes 
who is chief of the Special Prosecu- 
tions unit in the district attorney’s 
office. “We do real estate fraud out 
of this unit,” said Hayes, “We don’t 
have a granted position (for real es- 
tate fraud).” 

Generally, the local district attor- 
ney relies on the Department of Real 
Estate (DRE) to investigate this 
sometimes arcane arena of law. The 
DRE is supposed to turn the results 
over to the district attorney for pros- 
ecution. 

While the DRE does have the 
ability to conduct an investigation, it 
can only sanction its own licensees. 
When the DRE finds unlicensed 
people performing tasks for which a 
real estate license is required, they 
mustask the local district attorney to 
bring criminal charges. 

The result is precious few actions 
for this type of crime compared to 
the misery real estate fraud often 
causes. Former San Jose-based Con- 
gress Mortgage seems to be a rare 
exception. It was fined $1.5 million 
in punitive damages and had its DRE 
license revoked after a jury decided 
it had mislead investors. But it was 
only because a private attomey took 
them on that Congress lost in front of 
a jury. 

Yetacross the state, district attor- 
neys and city managers are either not 
paying attention or simply do not 
care to take advantage of what is 
essentially a method of hiring addi- 
tional help at no extra cost. “Every 
county in the state should be taking 
advantage of this bill,” Shaw said. 

“There are so many cases in San 
Francisco some people are scared to 
come forth with the problem.” The 
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first step involved in receiving this 
money requires a board of supervi- 
sors to pass a resolution allowing 
their county recorder to collect the 
additional fee. Although Contra 
Costa county has done this, neither 
Sonoma, Marin or San Mateo have 
created such a resolution. 

Most county recorders are aware 
of the law and consulted their local 
district attorney when it first came 
into effect. But Barbara Kaufman, 
president of the San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors, said she has never 
heard of the Hughes Bill. “If I don’t 
know about it, I doubt that anybody 
else (on the Board of Supervisors) 
will,” she said. 

The story is quite different in 
Alameda county. There, the addi- 
tional funds have been charged and 
collected by the recorder with the 
trust fund growing since January, 
1996, 

But when asked if he has a real 
estate fraud unit, Alameda County 
district attorney Tom Orloff said, 
“Not directly, not that’s labeled as 
such. We have a couple of attorneys 
who do economic fraud which turns 
out to be mortgage fraud.” 

Orloff said he was aware that 
Alameda county collected the funds 
but he has not requested any money 
and had no idea how much had accu- 
mulated so far. “When it reaches a 
level where we can set up something 
that will endure — there are certain 
start-up costs when you start some- 
thing new — eventually we’ll tap 
that trust fund,” said Orloff. He added 
that, “An experienced attorney costs 
$125,000 per year with benefits.” 


A phone call to the Alameda 
county auditor’ s office revealed there 
is currently $430,000 in the trust. 
The money sits in anon-interest bear- 
ing account waiting for the day when 
this new position will be created by 
the district attorney. 

What that means is Alameda 
county collects approximately 
$286,000 per year from this addi- 
tional filing fee. The money is sup- 
posed to be spent on a special real 
estate fraud unit within the Alameda 
districtattorney’s office and for more 
local police to deal with this type of 
crime. So far, that has not happened. 
San Francisco has a smaller popula- 
tion and fewer real estate documents 
filed annually. 

Still, chief deputy assessor re- 
corder Gregory Diaz estimates that 
last year there were approximately 
135,000 documents that could have 
been charged the additional fee. 


Thus, San Francisco lost approxi- 
mately $405,000 by failing to insti- 
tute the surcharge authorized by the 
Hughes Bill. 

The starting salary for San Fran- 
cisco district attorney’s is $51,800 
according to John Shanley of the 
press office. Home equity fraud can 
be found throughout the country but 
California seems to have more than 
its fair share. That may be because 
during the last twenty years property 
values greatly increased and many 
longtime homeowners found them- 
selves house rich but cash poor. 

Without a real estate fraud unit to 
turn to, many may ultimately find 
themselves losing that home. And 
often the victim is too embarrassed 
to come forward or does not believe 
it will do any good if they do. “I 
think it’s been helpful to have a 
group of investigators or attorneys 
who deal exclusively with real estate 
fraud because it’s a complex area,” 
said Stephen Gibbons, the Santa 
Clara county deputy district attor- 
ney assigned to that unit. 

“Following the money can be 
complex because it involves escrows, 
multiple parties, and you have to 
understand deeds of trust, title docu- 
ments relating to property, purchase 
agreements,” Gibbons said. “Real 
estate law is not the typical thing 
handled by the district attorney’s 
office.” 

Attorney Dan Mulligan of Jenkins 
& Mulligan in San Francisco be- 
lieves the district attorney’s office 
should pay more attention to real 
estate fraud. Mulligan represented 
Eva Davis and numerous Congress 
Mortgage borrowers. 

“Fraud is not their strong suit,” 
Mulligan said. “They don’t really 
understand the lending process for 
one thing. For another, far as Iknow, 
they won’t get involved in the pro- 
tection of borrowers. 

They consider it to be a civil ac- 
tivity and tend to say that should be 
somebody else’s law suit. They don’t 
see the criminal side to it.” Mulligan 
believes the problem is widespread. 

“You’re looking at a subclass, 
people who can’t borrow from Bank 
of America at a decent rate. Just 
because these people are down on 
their luck or are poor credit risks, 
doesn’tmean they don’ tdeserve pro- 
tection,” Mulligan said.

Spread tanglefoot, a non-toxic 
very sticky gum resin, generously 
coated with red pepper along their 
entry points to the balcony.

Place the liquid on cotton 
balls and hang them in a recep- 
tacle around the balcony.

I confess that I cannot tell you 
just how many times I’ve heard or 
had salespeople ask how to deal 
with explaining all the fees at- 
tached to a real estate loan. We all 
feel (at least momentarily) guilty 
for the industry and all the costs 
involved. 

Whether you are dealing di- 
rectly with a bank as a lender or 
with a mortgage broker, there are 
just too many people involved 
when you purchase or refinance 
your home: real estate agents, ap- 
praisers, escrow and title officers, 
loan officers and a whole bunch 
of people at the lender. But fees 
are a matter of choice. 


Rates and points 


In the ads you see and hear “no- 
point loans...no-cost loans” It’s 
automatic to believe that this is 
the best deal since sliced bread. It 
all depends on your situation. The 
bottom line is that the lower the 
interest rate, the higher the points 
you pay (they call it ‘prepaid in- 


terest’). 

One point equals one percent 
of the loan amount. So if you are 
going to live in your dream house 
forever, you are probably looking 
for the very lowest rate. 

A shorter term of amortization 
will also lower the interest rate 
and points. You can find fixed 
rates for 10, 15, 20, 25 and 30 year 
amortization. There are even 40 
year loans out there, but do you 
want to pay all that interest? 


No-cost loans 


How in the heck do they do 
that? Again, it’s a matter of inter- 
est rate. You have to calculate 
what you want (hopefully with 
the help of your tax accountant or 
financial advisor). 

There is a tax benefit in your 
owner-occupied home that only 
you and your financial advisor 
can determine. Called the “mort- 
gage benefit,” it’s that mysterious 
thing that makes a $2000 per 
month payment reduce to $1200 
per month. (Have you seen what 
you get for $1200 per month in a 
rental property?) 

No-cost loans are available and 
you have to decide if that’s what

you want. 

For example, in today’s market 
you can get a fully documented 
conforming (up to $214,600) 30- 
year fixed-rate loan at no points 
with a 7.875 interest rate. The 
same loan at 2 points (2 percent of 
the loan amount) could be as low 
as 7.375 percent. 

Let’s say you want a $200,000 
first trust deed. The loan at 7.875 
percent (at no points) would re- 
quire a monthly payment (prin- 
ciple and interest) of $1450 per 
month and at 7.375 percent (at 2 
points) would be at $1381. 

The question is: How many 
months would it take to pay the 
difference? The 2 point loan cost 
you $4000 in loan origination fees 
and the difference is $69 per 
month. It would take you nearly 
58 months or 4.83 years to break 
even. This is for people who have 
found their dream home or plan to 
live in it for at least five years. 

The no-cost loan again is a mat- 
ter of interest rate. Excluding 
points, most loans, whether a refi- 
nance or a purchase, have average 
costs of about 2 percent of the 
loan amount. 

In order to get a no-cost loan, 
the lender must offer a rebate large 
enough to pay for the borrowers 
costs as well as pay the broker’s 
commission (My favorite part of 
the process!)

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Refreshing perspective 


One of the nicest benefits of a 
leisurely vacation is the return of 
asense of perspective. Gone, fora 
time, is that bane of the specialist, 
the comforting feeling that one’s 
own point of view is the one, true 
way of looking at a situation. 


Instead, one can appreciate the 
old story of the blind man trying 
to identify an elephant by tracing 
various portions of its anatomy 
with their hands. Not promising. 

Asa person who had one career 
(real estate broker) before under- 
taking my present one (real estate 
attorney), I have long been aware 
of how the view changes depend- 
ing on one’s seat at the table. 

Not, of course, that I manage to 
always keep this observation in 
mind. Like most of us, at least in 
our professional lives, I prefer to 
proceed on the assumption that 
my way of seeing something is the 
way of seeing it. Not promising. 

These thoughts have been pro- 
voked by a modest brush fire set 
off by some remarks in this col- 
umn earlier in the year. In the 


general context of redress for prob- 
lems arising from landslides, I 
made reference to the availability 
of insurance proceeds if a real 
estate broker is at fault. 

I was addressing the issue as if 
a property owner had come to see 
me with a problem and we were 
reviewing the liability, if any, of 
various parties to the transaction, 
as well as the likelihood of actu- 
ally recovering damages if liabil- 
ity were to be established. 

Some in the local real estate 
community read my comments as, 
in effect, encouraging litigation. 
This is regrettable and I apologize 
if I gave anyone that impression. 
Precisely because I have been in 
the agent’s position and under- 
stand its difficulties, I have never 
been one to encourage lawsuits 
when problems arise. 

I know very well that most real 
estate agents are honest, hard 
working people trying to survive 
in avery competitive environment. 
I also know that they are increas- 
ingly expected to perform up to an 


attorney’s standard of duty with- 
out having received the benefit of 
an attorney’s education. 


I used to joke that, at the rate 
things were going, it would soon 
be necessary to be an attorney to 
sell real estate in California. It’s 
still true, but not as funny. 

Professionally speaking, law- 
yers are trained early on to filter 
human experience through certain 
analytical screens. 

For example, civil (noncrimi- 
nal) law is divided, roughly speak- 
ing, into two categories, contract 
law and everything else. The lat- 
ter, referred to as tort law, boils 
down to a simple set of 
propositionsd 

Did x have a (legally recog- 
nized) duty to y? If so, did x 
breach that duty? If so, did x’s 
breach of duty cause (financial) 
damage to y? 

These words comes loaded with 
the freight of centuries of legal 
thought, the understanding and ap- 
plication of which law school edu- 
cation attempts to convey to the 
aspiring attorney. 

“Learning to think like a law- 
yer,” it’s called _a skill of which 
law school professors are inordi- 
nately proud. 

Business people such as real 
estate agents, properly focused on 
deal making, do not think of their 
dealings with customers in these 
terms. Instead, they tend to ask 
such questions as: Was I fair? 
Honest? Did I do my best? If the 
answers are affirmative, and the 
deal closes, they conclude that 
they’ ve done their job, and done it 


well. 

It is natural enough, therefore, 
when, weeks or months later, they 
hear from a disgruntled client or 
client’s attorney to react by blam- 
ing the client for not taking re- 
sponsibility for his or her own 
decisions or by savaging the at- 
torney for promoting unnecessary 
litigation. Although that is some- 
times the case, it is not, in my 
experience, typically so. 


Usually, somebody has been 
harmed, however inadvertently, 
by the actions of another or by 
some combination of their own 
behavior and that of someone else 
involved in the transaction, and is 
reasonably seeking financial re- 
dress. 


The typical case involves harm 
arising from what the law charac- 
terizes as “negligent” behavior, 
which is to say, behavior that falls 
short of an appropriate standard 
of care. 


To illustrate, Civil Code Sec- 
tion 2079, dealing with a real es- 
tate broker’s duty to Inspect, states 
that “The standard of care owed 
by abroker under this article is the 
degree of care that a reasonably 
prudent real estate licensee would 
exercise and is measured by the 
degree of knowledge through edu- 
cation, experience, and examina- 
tion required to obtain a license...” 
(Section 2079.2). 

It also says, at Section 2079.5, 
that “Nothing in this article re- 
lieves a buyer or prospective buyer 
of the duty to exercise reasonable 
care to protect himself or herself, 
including those facts which are

known to or within the diligent 
attention and observation of the 
buyer or prospective buyer.” 

I think you get the point. Dis- 
putes in this context are almost 
always about what it would have 
been reasonable for one or an- 
other party to do or not to do and 
itis this analysis, not the presence 
or absence of insurance, which 
determines whether or not liabil- 
ity exists. 

What a consideration of insur- 
ance does do is help determine 
whether or not a particular player 
in a transaction is worth suing in 
the sense that if the injured party 
prevails, i.e., establishes that an- 
other was indeed at fault, he or she 
will actually be able to recover 
the money needed to remedy the 
problem. If not, what’s the point 
to proceeding? 

In general, sellers are not in- 
sured against such claims but since 
they have received the proceeds 
of the sale, it is reasonable to as- 
sume that they have sufficient as- 
sets to pay any judgment that may 
be awarded against them. 


What professional (errors and 
omissions) insurance does is as- 
sure the same result with respect 
to the other participants in the 
transaction who may be found to 
have performed their duties negli- 
gently.

ment reconstructs the 
ghettoization of blacks in 
Chicago’s Lawndale neighbor- 
hood in the late 1960s. It’s a star- 
tling piece of history not often 
taught in school. 

Tackling head-on the stereo- 
type of the unscrupulous Jewish 
money lender, the filmmakers 
show Jews both as real estate 
speculators who may be breaking 
the law to rob African-Americans 
of their life savings, and as left- 
wing activists fighting fellow Jews 
in the name of justice. 

Ironically, the sequence culmi- 
nates in a scene that evokes the 


left in the 
snow when 
they cannot pay their grossly in- 
flated mortgages, as arranged by 
mostly Jewish agents. 

Some Jews do try to help the 
evicted blacks. One rabbi actually 
carries furniture back into the 
homes of the dispossessed, only 
to find that the speculators have 
hired armed guards to keep them 
out. A movement for black 
homeowners arises with black and 
Jewish support. 

Jews and blacks taking a stand 
for one another, even against mem- 
bers of their own ethnic group, is 
clearly the kind of behavior the 
filmmakers hope to model. How- 
ever, they’re not afraid to show 
conflict as well. 

Scenes from the Traveling Jew- 
ish Theater’s play Crossing the

Catching Under Western Eyes 
on opening night of the Berkeley 
half of the Jewish Film Festival is 
like getting served Vodka in a 
water glass: you expect some- 
thing cold and clear but without 
the kick. 

Imagine Wim Wenders doing 
On the Road with a splash of Jim 
Jarmusch, and you get the idea: a 
bleakly beautiful, angst-riddenroad 
movie where the landscape mirrors 
the minds of the characters. 

The film features Israeli 
rockstar Eyal Scheher as Gary, a 
disheveled, sexy architect, who 
returns to Israel from Berlin to 
bury his father. Problem is, Gary’s 
father isn’t dead — he’s a Russian 
spy who just busted out of prison. 

As we soon find out, a pair of 
over-the-top cops, who mix smart- 
ass banter and blood-lust a la 
Tarantino, has tricked Gary into 
coming home as bait to find his 
father. 

When Gary catches wind of the 


As I Get Home, the Wiz’s answer 
to Over the Rainbow. Cindy 
Kinnard plays amean Aunt Em on 
the farm and returns as a blowsy 
Glinda the Good, singing Believe 
in Yourself, at the shows rousing 
finale. Kinnard also designed the 
imaginative costumes.

La Pena continues Latin American/Afro Cuban tradition

Continuing its tradition of pre- 
senting much of the best Latin 
American and Afro Cuban music 
around, La Pena plays host to 
Conjunto Cespedes on Saturday, 
July 26 at 9:30 p.m. 

Celebrating its 16th anniver- 
sary this year, the 1 1-member en- 
semble was founded by Luis, 
Gladys and Guillermo Cespedes 
in 1981, giving its first perfor- 
mance as “Trio Cespedes” at a 
nightclub on Polk Street in San 
Francisco. By the following year 
the group had expanded to a sep- 
tet and was performing regularly 
in clubs and cultural centers 
throughout the Bay Area. In 
1984 Conjunto Cespedes released 
its first self-produced LP entitled 
Guira Con Son. The national rec- 
ognition which the album won 
helped establish the ensemble as a 
leading force in the Latin music 
scene. East Coast tours and bills 
shared with acclaimed musicians 


such as Tito Puente, Celia Cruz, 
and Ruben Blades soon followed. 

By 1986 the group was delv- 
ing deeped into Afro Cuban secu- 
lar and religious folklore and si- 
multaneously developing more of 
a big band sound by adding brass, 
timbales, violins and additional 
background vocals. Conjunto’s 
sound soon became recognized as 
unique on the “commercial salsa” 
scene. 

By developing a dance music 
format, the ensemble opened a 
door to a wider, more diverse au- 
dience. Itsoon became recognized 
also as part of the “world music” 

movement. In 1987 it was in- 
vited to participate in Bill 
Graham’ First World Music Fes- 
tival at the Greek Theatre in Ber- 
keley. 

In 1989 Conjunto Cespedes 
was commissioned by the 
Rockefeller Foundation to set to 
music the poetry of Afro Cuban 
poet, Nicolas Guillen. The com- 
mission offered the group an op- 
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portunity to incorporate elements 
of jazz and more harmonic struc- 
tures into its repertory. In the past 
seven years the ensemble has 
turned international, performing 
throughout the U.S., in Canada 
and abroad. It also appears in many 
jazz festivals and participates in 
teaching residencies in many lo- 
cations. ‘ 

Next month Guillermo 
Cespedes, leader of Conjunto 
Cespedes, will be teaching an in- 
tensive five-day workshop in Afro 
Cuban music. The event is being 
offered free of charge to inter- 
ested youth between the ages of 
12 and 16 who play piano, guitar, 
bass, violin, flute, reeds, congas, 
timbales (or drumset), and/or sing. 
The workshop will focus on the 
concepts of ensemble playing in 
the “conjunto” format of Afro 
Cuban music and will take place 

August 18-22 from 1-5 p.m. at 
La Pena. 

Signed on to Green Linnet/ 

Xenophile Records in 1992, 


Conjunto has released two Latin 
Album of the Year award-win- 
ning CDs, the 1993 “Una Sola 
Casa” and “Vivito Y Coleando,” 
released in 1995. It has just com- 
pleted “Flores,” its third CD for 
Xenophile, due to be released in 
late September. Conjunto 
Cespedes will perform new songs 
from “Flores” in its La Pena ap- 
pearance on Saturday. Tickets are 
$10. 

Additional upcoming events 
this summer at La Pena, of special 
interest to Latin music lovers, in- 
clude the Bay Area debut of Duo 
Union de Maestros, a concert pre- 
sented by Cuban piano phenom- 
enon, Omar Sosa, and John Santos, 
Bay Area percussionist. (Sunday, 
July 27 at 7:30 p.m. Tickets $8). 

In August Santos returns with 
the Machete Ensemble for an 
evening of jazz-latino. They will 
bejoined by special guests from 
Cuba, Yovanny Terry on saxo-

rence time between major earth- 
quakes, to predict when the fault’s 
next large earthquake will be. 

From the paleo-earthquake car- 
bon dates from the lower haif of the 
trench, geologist David Schwartz 
said it looks like the Hayward fault 
should produce a large earthquake 
every 200 to 250 years. 

Last week, Schwartz received 
the dates from some of the more 
telling carbon samples, those at the 
top of the trench. The whole trench, 
from top to bottom, dates back 6,000 
years, he said. 

In the last 2,000 years, the scien- 
tists see four distinct earthquakes. 
Two of the earthquakes occurred in 
the last 1,100 years. The most re- 
cent is sandwiched somewhere be- 
tween the years 1650 and 1800. 

As frustratingly imprecise as that 
seems, it does mean the Hayward 
fault is at least 36 years closer to a 
large earthquake than originally
